Jewish history sets before the Jewish people two alterna- 
tive processes. Either they must. seck to assimilate come 
peccy to the surrounding nation; if they succeed, which 
is very unlikely, they will succeed in committing. Jewish 
suicide; if they fail “to quite make it,” as happened in 
Germany and Spain, then they themselves creaté and evolve 
this poison of a virulent anti-Semitism, which follows from 
that well-known political law that every movement creates 
an anti-movement. Or, Jews refuse to assimilate, they 
must iin by so much—-more or I¢ess--diilerent. To use 
the Professor's description, thouch they live in Utopia they 
are not felt to be Utopians. So they must be ih lo 
face all the slings and arrows and the new tortures of 
resourceful fiends—of recurrent and changeless nivebtekion 
at the hands. of Berens ia, which seems.to be a natural 
huma n quality, culminating in the end either in crushing dis- 
crimination, or a lEspagne, or extermination 
al MT nand.
